Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Smith 
(4830898). 

Smith (figures 1-2) shows a vehicle structural member having a body (11) with a cavity 
(between sides 14), plastic reinforcing ribs (21, 19) in the cavity, the body having at least one 
(two) outer edge (the sides 14) which comprises set back discrete region (13, slots) defining 
notches which open in the outer edges, the member further comprising blocks (formed by the 
mouldings which cover the member) that are integrally molded with the ribs, the blocks 
enveloping the outer edge in its set back regions and extending through the notches, the set back 
regions having step shapes with angles (the slots forming steps having angles in between), the set 
back regions being formed by cutouts in the body, the body being made of sheet metal. 

Smith shows all the claimed method steps. 
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35 USC §103 



1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 3-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Smith(4830898). 

Smith shows all the claimed limitations except for the set-back regions having at least 
some parts converging away from the body being trapezium-shaped. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to modify Smith to show the set-back regions having at least some parts converging 
away from the body being trapezium-shaped because examiner takes Official Notice of the 
equivalent of set-back with stepped shapes and setbacks with trapezium shaped that converge 
away from the body for their use in the structural art and the use of any of these known setback 
equivalents to encourage affixing the moulding to the body would be within the level of ordinary 
skill in the art. 



3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
